Deata oF AN Enterrristnc Pustisner.—It is but a few weeks since we 
reported the death of Mr. Charles Sampson, a member of the well known 
publishing house of Phillips, Sampson & Co. We are now ealled upon to 
chronicle the decease of Moses D. Phillips, Esq., the senior partner of the 
firm. The event took place at his residence in Brookline, on Saturday night, 

Mr. Phillips has been in ill health for some months—but has been able to 
| attend to business until within a short time. He wasa native of Charlestown, 
| Mass., and was first established in business at Worcester, from whence he re- 

moved to Boston, and soon became favorably known for his intelligence, 
excellent judgment, and executive abilities. In comparatively a short time, 
the firm gained ahigh reputation at home and broad. The deceased was much 
respected by the whole community, and was highly esteemed bya large 
circle of friends. He was forty-six years of age. 

Tribute to Deceased, A meeting of the booksellers and publishers of 
| Boston was held this afternoon, at the store of Messrs. Little, Brown & Co., 

to take some action in regard to the decease of Mr. M. D. Phillips, of the 
house of Phillips, Sampson & Co. Mr. Osmyn Brewster was chosen chairman 
of the meeting, and Mr, W. H. Dennet, Secretary. 

A committee of three—consisting of Messrs. William D. Swan, Wm. D. 
Ticknor, and Augustus Flagg—was appointed to prepare a series of appro- 
priate resolutions. : 

Mr. Swan, in submitting the resolutions, said that he did so with no 
ordinary feelings. When he first knew the deceased, it was as a sub pub- 
| lisherof school-books. The departed was amiable, faithful, honest-and re- 

liable. He was a sociable man, though somewhat formal. Those who knew 

him well agree that he had a genial spirit, a fund of ready anecdote, and 
great kindness of heart. Mr. Swan said that in recent eam he had rarel 
seen Mr, Phillips, but all his business intercourse with him had been uni- 
formly pleasant. : 

Mr. Ticknor remarked that it was not quite six months since the book 
trade had been called upon for a similar service for another member of the 
same firm. These events should teach all the uncertainty of life, and lead 
to the cultivation of kindness and affection for all with whom we come in 
contact.

Whereas, We have learned with regret of the sudden death of our late
